iumbers. Mr. Perey Scholes followed "tip 
and produced some forcible arguments of 
his own supporting the proposal. Tt is. very 
disconcerting to find oneself “opposed to 
such a formidable alliance as that which 

Mr. Mackenvie and Mr. Scholes have formed 

over this question, Such, however, is. my 

position and, with the Editor's permission, 

T purpose here to give my reasons for dis- 

agreeing in this single instance with two 

men who are renowned for common-kense and 
sure inetinet. Perhaps the miost  effectiv 
way of stating my" viewpoint is to set it 
alongside that of Mr. Mackensie in debate 
form. Let us imagine, then, that we are 
arguing the point. We'shall need no. ehair-

Any literary work is bound to have a title— 
bound in order to have a ttle, one might say 
for the simple reason that it is a. verbal 
isquisition or description, dealing with 
people, events or ideas, and ‘so is entitled to 
4 verbal heading.

Often they 
have based their titles upon the merest hear- 
say, or even, a legend in connection with 
the’ work, ‘Then again, there are plenty of 
instances where a work has appealed widely 
without a catchy title.

‘Of course, you know perfectly well that this 
is not quite true ; have you not seen the half- 
deserted streets at night, picketed by police- 
men ready with revolvers for anything ? 
Have you not read your daily paper and been 
aly warned of the carly approsch of « revolu- 
tion? Who knows what will become of the 
Austrian Republic, now that its has lost its 
slories and become the prey of American 
tourists ; those to whom a hotel on a mountain- 
top in Austria is os good as a hotel on a 
mountain-top in Switzerland , and cheaper 
too. Vienna is a Socialist citadel besieged by 
a conservative countryside, and for all you 
know, while you are sitting in your softly- 
padded corner in your favourite café, the whole 
ity may be blown to bits 

But you had much better forget everything 
but the past. If you have enough eneigy to 
leave your comfortable corner you can spend 
half-an-hour before lunch baryaining over 
some defightful trifle in one of these leather~ 
goods shops for which Vienna is famous; or 
Visit one-of the galleries, a palace or a church, 
And after Iunich—well, you ean return to your 
toffee and your newspapers ; newspapers in

pretty knitted leggings’; the women went 
flowery frocks and embroidered aprons.

Such dreadful words as ‘ rendition* and 
* intrigue ' (used a5 a verb) are now entreriched ; 
‘such howlers as “he was as good, if not better, 
than,’ ‘different to," and others that any 
fourth form boy ought to be smacked for 
Committing, are now dotted over our ‘ Largest 
Circulation" sheets. 

Even their leader writers are little 
better. For example, most of them remain

‘open all night. ‘The bustle of Broadway is not slowed down as by 
an opiate by the twin horrors of closing time and the last train home. 
If one is out in New York at night, one finds oneself drawn irresis- 
tibly towards the Great White Way. Yet if one is strong-minded there 
is plenty to be secn elsewhere.

Yes, Daventry has captured me—very 
imperceptibly at first, then more stron 
0 that now I hardly can imagine one evening 
at home without an English voice coming 
‘out of the loud-speaker, without in my ear 
the invisible presence of London,

Hindemith’s Viola Concerto. 
ONLY, few years ago Pasi) Hindemith was 
alled the enfant terrible of European 
and to many of us to whom’ his 
language is still rather bewildering, that 
seems natural enough. But already, at the age 
of only thirty-four, he is recognized throughout 
Germany as having n message of his own to 
deliver—a message of real importance for music. 
‘Those who know his work best look on hin 
ro longer as merely breaking new paths, but as 
having found the way through them to a broad 
highway on which music may march boldly 
forward. And we are told that in the fullness 
of time that highway will be reconized as 
the same road which the great Bach tod—only 
1 stage or two nearer the goal towards which 
music, in spite of occasional stumblings and 
meanderings by the way, is marching pretty 
steadily, 

‘As one of the foremost living virtuosi of the 
viola, Hindemith no doubt wrote this Concerto 
for himself. ‘The solo part, brilliant and 
admirably laid’ out for the instrument, is one 
‘which is bound to appeal to great performers 


but it is not meant f0 shine at the expense of 
leaving the orchestra in the shade. ‘It is only 
the leading pare in a structure where everything 
{s important. In none of his concerton, deed, 
are the parts more compactly welded, "more 
Closely: interdependent. ‘he Concerto isthe 
fourth and last of his opus 36-~' Concertos 
(Chambersmusie-works with solo fostroments)* 
“and it was no doubt by design and not acci-

‘The accompanying Chamber Orchestra here 
uses neither violins nor violas: the solo instru 
tment alone represents that shade of the orches- 
tral tone.

this time of the year when the ground 

is littered with fallen leaves, we too 

frequently see large heaps "of this 
valuable material set an fie. It may soem the 
beat and easiest way to make a place look tidy, 
but itis a foolish practice even in small wardens 
where room for storing is limited. ‘They ought 
qo be carefully stacked for future use. II th 
hheap cannot be screened by shrubs, oz hedies, 
1 deep pit can be dug of sufficient size to hold 
2 year’s supply. 

Tr is necessary to remove leaves from gravel 

paths that are in daily use az they: make un- 
Pleasant walking during wet weather, and clo 
From lawns where they have gathered to a 
Sufficient depth to spoil the grass. ‘They shold 
luo be removed from the rock garden. for fallen 
Teaves soon damage the turer planta if allowed to 
gather in any quantity in the recesses. ‘This docs 
hot apply to beds or border of shrubs. ‘They can 
be left there, and when the time comes lightly 
forked into the border. Azalea, shododendrons, 
and other peat-loving shrubs, are all surface 
rooting plants, and revel in a good mulch of 
feaves. 
Tt is well known that beech and oak leaves 
make the best leaf-mould for potting, and, if 
‘sufficient quantity is available, they should be 
kept separate for this purpose. Iti a help to 
Ueir decay to put a layer of leaves about nine 
inches deep, then avery light sprinkling of 
Sulphate of ammonia, then another layer of 
leaves, and so on. All garden refuse should be 
treated in this way. P “ 

‘Dahlia tubers are ready for lifting. Where 
large collections are grown, each variety should 
have a label securely tied 10 it, otherwise con- 
fusion will arise in spring when. propagation 
commences. ‘Store in frostproof shed, but see 
that the tubers are dry before finally covering 
them up.—Royal Horticultural Society's Bale
